make this Addrefs, nor any Difaffedion to the King or CoHtt^Jbi^ 
pure Confcience, if I know my own Heart. 

There is none who love Our Lord Jefus Chrift, but muft with plea* 
fure Remark, how the outmoft ends of the Earth are become the Pofief- 
iion of Zion's King, and poor Scotland among the reft. This is Ground 
of Rejoycing unto Us who fat in Heathenifh Darknefs, that Light hath 
fprung up, and the day Star from on High hath vifited Us I So that 
we may well fay, few Nations have been fo fignally owned of God as 
we, with refpe A to a Pure and GloriousDifpeniation of the Gofpel: Yea 
of all the Churches reformed from Popeiy, we had attained to the 
greateft Hight of Conformity to the Scriptures of God, not only in 
Do(5):rin, but in Worfliip,Difciplin, and Goverrunent ; Yea, notwith- 
(landing the various Eifays ot our Enemies, andfalfe pretended Friendi 
to enflave us, and the Faintnefs and Difpondencies of our weak but re^ 
al Well--wifhers in a dark and evil Day, yet we are alive, and have our 
God to Magnifie, who hath never fuffered our Haters to gain the da^^, 
but gave us ocicafion to fet up our Etenezer: hitherto 
hath* the Lord helped us, and to remark fome places as i Sam. ijXbaf^^ ' 
Sila bamma-lehib^ our Enemies being: diverted from 28 Ferf: . 
bringing upon us utter Ruine, when they were about 
to have fwallowed us up. But among the wonderful Providences of God 
for our Good, the late Revolution is indeed furprizing, and catls f dr 
our Gonftant Acknowledgments : Inftead of Impendent Slavery and 
Pop^ry^.we by it enjoy Calmnefs and FwedotaiaCJbsisyJ^ 



•ur banilhed Minifters reftored, the Impnfoncd delirered, the M^holc 
followers of Ch rift made to life up their (lea^ls/ ajnd our very Enemies 
aftoniAed with Gods Love to htsi^eop^e, while they had no great Rca- 
fbnto complain of any Severity for their former Cruelties. Thus wc 
have had Halcyon Days at Home, when Armies were encountering one 
another Abroad. And whatever we felt of burdenfome Taxations; yet 
it was not much,while we our felvcs were not afr tghtcdwith theSound of 
the Trumpets, nor the Alarmj of War. Now it was, that our Wife Pa- 
triots of all forts (whatever fpeculative Differences they might have, a- 
bout the Eclefiaftical Government) were pracSically convinced of this,. 
That we had now that Government, which might give Eafe tothe Na- 
tion^ and none could complain of Force put upon their Confciences; and 
all theformer Refiedions againft a Parity in Chrift's Houfe, were bu/h'd, 
and no more difcourfed of, except in drunken Cabals of Men, who bad 
no Religion at all. 

In this time of Quiei^nefs, wherein Truth and Peace met together, 
did fcveral of our raoft Knowing Nobility and Gentry, encouraged by 
diverfe Ads of Parliament, and Koyal Grants, form a Defign toplaqt a 
Colony \r\ America I confidering that of all Nations in Eurofe bordering 
upon the Sea, Scotland alotie had no fhare of Foreign Plantations, and 
were more than any other People, excluded from the Advantages of 
Trade j and this would be a Mean for Eilriching the Nation, and Curing 
chefc two evil Difeafes amongft us, of Beggar f and Idlenejs.

others fince. But in all this BufinelS) both abroad and at hcme^ God 
feems to frown upon us- And whatever Sentiments fome may haye 
concejning this fad providential Stroke^ yet certainly the Land is afflid-. 
ed, but (ew are afflided with it as becomes. It is for this caufe^

And we ought to Remember, that Presbitcry is uoon the fame bottom 
of CiyilRight with this Intered^and if the one be {haken, the other may. 
iaproccfs of time come to be endangered. 6. This will bring horrid 
Sin upon the Land, if after fuch Encouragements given us to Honour. 
God, do Good to the * Souls of poor Heathens, and benefit our own 
Nation J we fliall ftandby and be Silent, while all thisEnterprife is crufh- 
#d. 7. This will wcakeiithe Proteftant Inteterft in America^ and grieve 
the Hearts of Gods People, \n New-Kngland znA the Neighbouring Plan« 
tations, who /icjoiceto fee a p^ace of fo much Importance in the hand& 
of a Colony from Scotland y^nA as they Hoped, under the ReligiousCon* 
du(fl oi the Church of Scotland fit the Tame Principles and ProtefCon in 
Z>tfciplin8cGovernmenc,as well asDo(5trin withthemfelves,* fothatthey 
were ready to contribute their outmoftjforfupplyof/^roviftons toCaUdmUy 
cvenafter the publilhing of theWry? /Wi jProclamations,tho',aIas,our people 
knew it not. 8. It will bring a very foul Blot and Reproach on theMinL- 
Ary, if they /hould be found faint and remifs in contributing fo far as %%-. 
^competent to them,^ to the fupport of thisChriftian and profitableUnder- 
taking. It will be laid, where is their Zeal for advancing ChriflsKing* 
pom, and for the good of their Countrey, how Zealous would Popi/h 
JPfieAs. hz to propagate their Superftition and ftir up their Coun trey Mci^* 



to Ereca fuch a CxAony and Plantation as thii. It is faid that Tome Mi- . 
nifters have been abufed and impofed upon in this matter^ and that ma- 
ny doth not confider its importance and weight, bur fuffer themfelves 
to be mifled into prejudicesjby the falfe^urnaifes &.groundlefs Infinuations . 
of others. And that fuch Advantage is given againft thislntercft^to the Re- 
prefentations of ourEnemies in the neighbouringNation.from theC.arriage 
of Minifters, as may appear from this one Inftange, it it be true what I 
have heard was fpoken by a Worthy Peer in the EngUfflx Parliament con- 
cerning it, to wit, That tie Defgn <?/ Caledonia couU net he the Interefi 
^/"Scotland, and she Addrefs * fit it was only a Cumbinaticn cf Villain^ and 
Jacobites^ fince the Presbyterians^ who were always known to be the 
great ytjferters of their Countr/s Rights and Liberties^ were agairB ity 
and the Conswijfion^ who reprejfented the Church of Scotland^ had rejeSedit}, 
apd Gla%ow, the fecond Town of the Kin^domy had refujfd it. This, 
ihews how little that Noble Lord was obliged to his Mif-infor- 
niers, for putting fo ignorant a Speech in his Mouth : But it ihews alfo,. 
how the Backwardness of Minifters frpm doing their proper Duty is im- 
proven by our Enemies, to the trampling upon^ and mif-reprefenting of 
this highly valuable and National Intereft. 9, If this Place be loft, what 
{hall we do with our Poor, who might have partly been tranfpoited thi- 
ther as Workers, and partly imploied at Home in ManiafeAurts, for the 
Service of thofe Abroad? Shall not Poverty, Beggary, Idlenefs, and 
Starving increafe I 10. Have not manv Prayers of the Godly been put 
up for Caledonia^ all have feem'd to wifli it's profpering, and fome have 
beenearneft in pleading for it ^ fome Minifters died in the Voyage, o- 
thers fince have ventured their Lives taferve God and the Nation, when 
they were acceptable at Home : Will it not he Confounding if, throw 
our own Breakings and Divifions, all be loft I Will not profane Atheifts 
fcofFat Prayers,- and Papifisky^ where is the Proteftants God ? And will 
not weak Chriftians be made to fta^ger, when they fee God frowning u- 
pon fuch a Defign ? It is true. Faith can fee throw all this; but fliould 
we not fervently plead, that the Ruine may not fall under our Hands ? 
II. How can we exped but that we fhall be Contemned and Infulted 
by theNatix)ns about us, in our privat Negotiating and TraiEque ; yea,, 
almoft madeafhamed to own our felves for Scott Men, and our great At- 
tempt that hath made fo much Noife in the World^ fhall leccme every 
where the publick Jeft I Is their any Man of Se^ie^ but piiift be affe&- 
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ed at ttiefe fore Evils^ which we have |ufl: caufe to fear^ as the Conre* 
tjuents of our giving up Caledonia ? 

f . Let us then confider a littte thefeSins which we ought to look upon 
as the procuringCaufes of the iaid Stroke we have ali^ady metwith^and 
which may prove yet more Affliding, if Mercy prevent not. We ought 
to deal Impartially^ and not fpare our Sins ; when God^s hand is^u-* 
pon us, we arecalled to fearch them out narrowly^ and to hide none 
firom the Lord. i. This Nation hath never yet been duely humbled and 
cxercifed withSorrow and Mourning for the Sins of the Land.which have 
been of a deep Dye, we have been ftill mincing our Iniquity for fear of 
offending of fome late Adors^ without minding how God is offended 
with us. We have not to this day made a full and free Confeffion of 
our National Sins ; amongfl which^ our Covenant-breaking feems to 
me to cry loudeft, and ftare us in the Face ; for whatever may be faid 
ofthePolitick and finifter Ends of fome^ in contriving and carrying^ 
on the Covenant^of their mingling and thrufling fome things into it to 
ferve a Turn of its being Calculated for thefe Times sndCircumftanccsj 
and foin its Complex rorm^ not Co proper forthe prefent State of things 
of its being a League with other two Nations who have thrown it off 
as fuch^ and the like.' Yet, it cannot be denyed^ that in the Main^ it was 
fas well as the National Covenant that went before itthrowthe Land ) 
a mod ferious and awful Engagement of the Nation to Chriftianity 
and Godiinefs^ with uplifted hands to the tnoR High God^and the high- 
eft and moft folemn piece of Reformation that ever this Church and 
Kingdom attained unto, and performed by the bulk of the People, with 
the greatcft Moral Serioufnefs. And how can our refiling from, and 
fhameful Breach of thefe awfifi Vows, but draw upon us dreadful Guift 
and Iniquity, not to be forgotten till it be^ bitterly Mourned for. How 
much Innocent Blood hath been (hed ? what horrid Averfion to Purity 
and Hotinefs, and fearful Blackflidings have been found amongft us, in 
which our Kings, our Priefts and People have been deeply involved; and 
yet to mention thefe thing?, renders a Man fufpccfted of Schifm : But 
how can wc Thrive, till We be morecxplicitc and full in Confcffing,and 
bitterly bewailing thefe and all our National Sins before the Lord. z. 
We are guilty of black Ingratitude to God for the late happy Revo- 
lution, Ibr the Singularity, as well as theGreatnefs of that Deliverance, 
H^hen we were upon the Brink of being fwallowed up ; nor did we im- 
jyfofrc/tas wc ought CO have done. j. Gofpd Oidlnaaces and pubiick 
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Worfliip are more difpifed amongft us than any wher« : All People in 
theWorld do attend more reverently upon their feveral ways of Worfhip 
than we do upon ours. Heatbans 2ind Jews ^Mahometans jSLtidPafifis^ Htrttich 
and Scbifwatickij^TC at much more pains in their erronious Couifes^ than 
the profeffing People in Scotland are generaly upon the Service of the 
living and true God. Any Triffle, meer Lazinels, Prejudice, Contempt 
Hatred^ keep many of our great Ones from Gofpel Ordinances ; How 
then can God profper us in our Undertakings? 4, Grofs Injuftice 
and Opprefflon, Envy, Malice, Back- biting, Self-feeking,, narrowness 
ot Spirit, Worldly- mindednefs, Lying, and Treachery, UncharitablenejS 
and want of Brotherly Love, are our Epedemick Diftempers ? How 
then fliall we think to be Blefled inourDefigns, efpecially fince all thefe 
Sins are aggravated in us, by their being againft Light & daily Warnings. 
c. We did not feek the Lord, and plead for his Favour in a due manner, 
in the beginning of this great Enterprife, with feriousRefolutions to re* 
form, our Hearts and Lives. Time was, when the People of God upon 
fuch aVeighty occafion, and when the Nation was fetting about fo im- 
portant a Work, would have been fervent in putting up their Suites to 
Heaven^ and had remarkable Returns of Prayer. It was very cqrpfbr- 
table to fee what impreffion and frame fome Reverend Mihifters of the 
Commiffion were under in Summer laft^ when Mr. SheiU was engaged 
in this Service, with what AfFedion, Warmnefs and Weight, thev ob*- 
ferved how our Forefathers would have. embraced and improven u> fig- 
nal an Opportunity of Spreading the Gofpel, of bringing Honour to 
God, ancf to the Church of Scotland, and doing Good to Souls, if it had 
been in their offer; And what an edge was upon the Spirits of all in their 
Meeting at Glajtow, and the folemn Day of Prayer held there, upon the 
account of our dear Brethren and that Interefl:. . And it is no lefsdifcou* 
raging to obfervei how far that Zeal and Fervour that then appeared, is 
now abated; that we have not hitherto .fet apart a Day of Humiliation^ 
upon account of this fad Diftrefi, and of Prayer for thefe who were fent 
out with fo publick and folemn a Bleffing from this Church i that wq 
are now turned fo flack and remifs, and that we be'gaii no looner, is 
more formidable and threatning than all the Oppofition of the Devil, 
the Pope, the Spaniard J or any other Enemy, and ought to be heartily- 
bewailed by us, with admiration of the Goodnefs and Patience of God, 
that we are not yet wgrfe Imitten for pur iil-defervings. 6. Our vaia 
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prHe and Conffdence at the beginning oF this Affair^ our Carnal Ex- 
pect itions from it, our trufting not in God, but in an Armof Flefli : If 
wc had fuccccded without Rubs in our way, wchad burnt Incenfe to 
ourovvn Drag, we had waxed fat, and kicked againft the Lord, and for- 
gotten that the Earth is the Lord^s, and the Fulncft and Riches thereof, 
and forgotten what weak filly Creatures wc arc without him. 7.. There 
may be miny Sins both of Omiffion and Commi (lion to bs confeffed and 
mourned for, in the mmagcment of our Expeditions, both with refpcA 
to perlons impioicd, and Methods followed, which I cannot undertake 
to coiidcfcend upon ; but thcfe ought to be fearched out, acknowledged 
and ani'j'idcd. Tlio ill Men miy have outward fuccefs for a time ; vet 
the Favour of God cannot be towards them.Tho.Six Hundred D^^/Vfifent 
to take in Laijh^ did fuccecd: yet their Pofterity went firft into Captivity 
of all ^rael. In abuliiiefs of this nature, Men fiiouid be more conlidered 
according to their worth and real ufefulnefs, than the Moyen of their 
Friends, and fuch as they depend upon, recommending them. 8. Great 
care fhould have been taken to fct up a ftri<it difciplinc over thole who 
were fenc to punifli Vice, and fct up Morality and good Order amongft 
them : And tho the Diredors are not free of this Ncgled ,• yet it can- 
not be denyed that much of it lyes upon the Minifters fcore, who were 
too flack in providing Able,Zealous, and faithful Men to fend withe- 
very 5hip to Excite Directors to their Duty, yea to furnifli fie Men lor 
the Service in proportion to the encouragement agreed unto by the 
Z>ire(aors,which might have been a mean to have prevented both much 
Sin. and much wrath. 9. It is alfo to be conlidered by thefeimmediatly 
concerned in this Company, whether much of the Money imploied in 
this Undertaking, was not finfully acquired ; many got their Riches by 
Deceit and Opprcffion ,• and is ic any wonder, that theLord /hoald let 
them know, that his Eyes arc upon all their Paths, that he ponders 

• their Goings and their Doings; and that he will not blefs the Revenues 
of the Wicked. 10. and laftly, Our bad Lives atllome, is a greatCaufe 
of the Biding and Diluppouting of o uv U/idcrtakings Abroad. Sonfc 

• even of our Great Men engaged in this Affair, given over to all Lafci- 
vioufnefs and Uncleanncfs, to work Wickednefs with Grcedincfs ,• yet 
neitherStatc nor Church check their Impieties; And cm we cxpedthat 
Gi>d will blefs theirDellgns, who fo Dilhonourhim? o;theNations,that 

^ bar not Teftimony agiinft them? or that fo long as we in this Nation 

con- 
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cfiiitiiiue ifl fo defiled and unref ormed a State, there can ever ^rbcedcl' 
from us any pure Stream, any happy Colony, or any Undertaking ac- 
ceptable to God ? 

6. What is now to be done to retrieve our Lofs? What is the Duty 
that both Mini fters and People are called unto, with rcfcreiice to this 
^^t Concern? I fliall not here fpeak of Addreflcs to the King of 
Pariiartient ; that belongs to others ; no efFeAual Legal Comfe ought 
to be omitted. But my work is the Religious part, axid our Addreffing 
ta the King of Heaven in a due manner. I think we fliould cry both ro 
our King and our God : If fome Men got their Will, we ftiouid be a!-' 
lowed to cry unto neither; But that which I would humbly propofe, is ' 
what naChriftian <3an oppofc, unlefs he be under a dreadful Infatuation. 
r. Let Church and State folemnJy Renew their Covenant with Gcd^ to 
be his, and to Serve him^ inoppofition to the Devil, the World, and, 
tfacFie/h: Whatever may be Mens various Sentiments about fpeculative' 
or difputed Points ; yet none can deny but it is our Duty, to embrace 
from our Souls, and corifent unto God's Covenant of free Grace, not 
on{y ^6 it offers to us Salvation throw Chrift ; but as it contains our Du« 
ty td God, regulated in his Word. Now if we are by our Baptifm en- 
i?r*d into +his^ Covenant, and muft renew it after Backfliding, or elle 
turn Apdftates and perifh : Why fliould not the Nation do that which 
jyrjM/ did of>old, when the Lord convinced them of their Folly arid Sin?; 
I kn(>w the mixing of things Civil and Religious in Covenants, an4 
preffing them on people, and treating the Refufers as Enemies, hath 
been much difliked by the Godly who were free of Fadtion, but to re- 
ne#-ou^? Baptifmal Covenant Nationally, is what noChriftian can dif-? 
claiiin. And I think all Jhould be content to joyn in this till we be more 
unite in our Sentiments as to Government. I am apt to think, that a, 
bteiTed change would follow upon the right and folemn managing of 
lihis fhoft neceffary and Angularly ufeful Duty. The General Affem- 
bly m&ywith due deliberation draw a plain Formula, which being Prin- 
t«J, that People may gravely ponder it ; a day of Fading and Humilia- 
tion may be appointed throw the Kingdom for tonfeffing our iniquities 
and lyihg low before the Lord in the fenfe of our Provocations; And the 
Lords day thereaifter. People having been inftrufled by their Paflors in 
the nature of this Duty of yeiiding themfelves in a perpetual Covenant 
never to be forgotten, then at the clofe mi^hc Mluifts.^ -s^xv*. Si^^^-^^

If this were 
cQn&ientioufly gone abour,! atnhopef ut there (hould be a loofing ofBondf^ 
and fotnewhat of Heaventy influences Communicated to this poor.

fufe us^ a Token ofGood.lc were alfo defireable^thateachPresbitry would

Is this that plain SimpJ 
city and Singlenefs of Heart, which we pretend to, and preach to o'therj 
If thePrelates andCurates of the lateReigns were always faid to be a Dea 
Weight upon the Nation in all State-Games, as too alTui edly they wer.i 
and full of their Jefuitical DiftinKflions, upon all Occafions, topalliia 
their Sinifter and Double Meanings, what Bleffed Reformation c;an w 
now juftly boaft of, if we Trace their very Footfteps under a differen 
Name ? I wilh the Worldly Mindednefs, Vain Ambition, and DoubI< 
A<ftings of fome, may not Endanger the whole Miniftry, to be brough 
under fuch a Stain and Contempt, as will not be eaiily wiped off, if the) 
take not up in time ; and efpeci^lly, if fuch as are yet Untainted, tjakc 
•f>ot upon them, to Admohim their Erring Brethren roundly, and become 
more Diligent and Serious in the Work of the Lord, and in makir^ the 
People delight much more, than, alas / they now do, in GofpeKOrdi* 
nances: Other ways Silence,upon fuch anOccafion, muft make us at leafl 
Connivers at, and coniequemly Partakers of their Guilt 4« A fmall pan 
of the Kingdom in diftrefs,will obtain a Collei^ion from the whole, novv 
much more ihould we Sympathize in this coo<;erD. jr. The gain of ^aiy 
one Perfon by bringing Wealth into the Nation^ or tbelofs of any one 
by the peri/hing of what is exported out of the Kingdom^ is the gain Oc 
iafs of the Nation 5 much more that of (b eminent a Society, muft afTec^: 
the whole. But, 6. Nothing but brutifh Ignorance or Malice, can en- 
tertain mean and diminifhing Thoughts of this Noble Enterprize, which 
i5i)eyond all debate, the Gre^eft and Worthieft that ever this Nation 
:did attempt^ and upon the Succefs or Mifcarriage of which, ib 
much depends, as I have already hinted^ and fhallnot here repeat.

We need not be afraid of the Prophete 
Words brought agaiiift us, in following and pleading for our Duty. Btt- 
iide, if there fhould be any Debate, or appearance of Divifion in this 
!Matrer, it is all upon the Objeftors fide, who have departed fropi us^ 
^ndfrom thefe very Principles and Practifes, which themfelves but ve- 
ry lately owned. 3. But Pcrfons difaffected to the Government are 
fjrcffing for a Faft, therefore we ftioiild not gratify them ; and it is for 
bme bad deiign they fcek it, and not from Love to Religion. To this 
J ahfwcr, i. f am far from vindicating any who have oppofed the Go« 
yernment, either in Church or State, f believe there are very many bad 
Men both for, and agatnfl the Government, at this day: But thisi would 
(ay^ Let none heighten Jealoufie, and invent falfe Stories; for God will 
punifh even our Lying againftthe Wicked. 2. It is plain, thefe Men 
whom they intend, are not Fools, but Men who underhand their worlds 
lylntereft,as well as others, and whom w;e have not feen to venture any 
Lofs in that for King jF^;??^/, or in oppofition to the prefent Govern- 
ment, but are dcfireous enough of Calm and Peaceable Living ; And 
were fome profane Ruffians, idle Talkers, and proiligare Defp6rado's

Butfurely, if there were any ill Defign in hand, one 
would think, that honeft Men have the more need to Pray for the 
difcovering, and the defeating of it. j. But, if there be no bad Dcfififf, 
if from the very Nature of -the Thing it appears there can be none^Theffj 
are'not they greatly to blarhe ( and by their Pradice bring a reproach a- 
pon Relieion ) who accufe Men of what they are innocent of, or furely, 
mull be lo co theni, till they can giVe Documents of their Guilt. Truth 
xts^di no Lie to defend it, and Calumny is very inconfiftentwitha Gofptfl 
tvofqffion.

Suppofe their Defigns to be bad, this ought not to hinder 
pur l^'iicy, unlefs the S'unnifers can Hiew u5, that our Duty at this- tinlo, 
will forward, the bad Defign, and that Jt is our greater Duty to foibea?, 
whiQh they can .n<ver do. Ought not we then to fet about our neceffaiy 
and unqueftionable Duty, without Tiding with Faftions, or amufing our 
felyes with the Whiipers and Infinuationi'qf either SyCophai^try- or Ma- 
ftce. 7. TheHuiijQur<*f fomewhbhave opjiofed this Fait, fecms'ftrai'*8, 
onedayrhcy Plead, we jnuft not' rep.e* otir Coyehaht/becaufe thedifiif- 
fcded witl not jpifl with us, and qurAnirifors were' too raft in. deal- 
ing barfhly wi-htheNobiiity and dehtryy we muftbe more Calinffnd 
Sober, and watt till they coihply. But then they call to us to Faft and 
^ray for Cakdima'^'.Oy no, lay. thefe Objeiftbrs, Tho we know w©

Since then all agree, that without refledin^ on thefe Proclamations, we 
may continue our Trade : May we not alfo pray to God for its Help? 
j« Would Darius have been offended. at any for crying toGod lotDanUl; 
when he was drawnbyhisCourtiers to fign that fevereDecree againft hrni, 
fmce he himfelf was much ^reived for it all Night. Then, fure our King 
will not be Angry with us tor feeking to God, fince we hare thegreateft 
reafon to believe that the King bears us fatherly AffeAion; and that 
thefe Proclamations were not the effe<% of his Inclination, f. Some will 
Jtell us,there is a Ferment inihf Nation, and we mufl not Fad til! that 
be allayed. But,^oth not the prefent Neceflity , and ourBrethrens diftrefi 
call for it as a prefent and neceffary Duty ? Hath it^not been iadly and 
Aiamefully delayed ? Doth not this delay encreafe the Ferment, which 
i^ not like to be removed without Fading and Prayer i And if all (hall 
;bq loft/ what Peace can we have in thefe Delays and refufals } And how 
rauft it amaze our Brethren abroad ? and difcourage others from ever 
engaging in the like Services, that we would not Compaflionat their do- 
lorousCondition.

For God not only Dtfplays his Goodneis in making the Pro- 

mifes^ and his Faithfulnefs in bringing them about, but alfo his Power 

5hiaes in the Way of his Ading. ' Apply ithen by Faith, the Promifes 

made to the Church, and to a Diftrelied People, and God will not caft 

you off. 6. The Neceffiry of the Nation requires you fhould go on with 

Vigor.

• Prayers and Endeavours, that they may be our Brethren in Chriff^ 
t this would tend to the Honour of ourQiurch, and our Peace in the Day 
f of the Lord, and the Bleffing of thefe who are ready to perifli (houid 
i come upon us. Neither ought it to be forgotten, that thefe 
[ poor People by their Kindnefs to us, have expofcd themfelves to 

tbe outmoft Rcfentments of the Cruel Spaniards, Vfho if they be left Nak- 
ed^ and deftttute of our Defence, will with the greateft Keennefs eiTay 
to Butcher and extirpitc them, 8. it is feldom that ever a Nation and 
Church hath had fuch anOpportuniry for doing Good^put in their hands^ 
or been called to fo great a Work. To God we muft be accounti«b)e how 
we improve it. And if wcdo not adively now bef!ir our felvcs^ and 
fervently apply to him, without whofe Help we can do nothing ; with 
what Confidence can we ever go unto him in National Straits again ?

byaifed by finiftrous Infinuatious, or any Confidcrations what- 
fpeyer, as to remain unconcerned in your Maflers Glory, His Churches 
HQaour,and your Countreys Intereft* I (hall but add one word unto 
fuch.as may be fufpeded of bad Defigns,- touched under their Zeal for 
Caledonia, I would befeech them not to have too har/h Thoughts of fim- 
pieHoneft People, who by the Surmifes'of defigning Perfons may be 
influenced to fufpe<5t them. Some of thefe fufpeded have fliewed no 
great Friendihip to Godlinefs, and therefore it is no great wonder that 
bad Itlipreffions of them, do the more eafily take. I would intreat fuch 
to evidence the more fignally to the World, by fincere and upright A A- 
ingf, that their true Motive, next to a Chriftiah regard to the Glory of. 
God^ is a generous Concern for their Countrey : And I muft add. That 
iFapy tave indire<a Views or finful Defigns, God will teftify his Dif-: 
pleaiure againft them. The Pit they may be thinking to dig (ov otherSji 
Under fpedous Pretexts, may be filled with their own Carcafes ; and. 
tho he is no honeflMan who fhall refufe to affif! and concur with them 
in that which IS JuR and. Good, yet if they turn afide to ptrveife Ways^ 
all boneflMen will relinquifh thetn, and they fhall be Contemned inthe 
Earth. ' Biitl hope all ourMiftakes ai^ Jdaloufies fhall be removed, and 
ttiat we fhall all cordially agree. to carry on CaUdonOis Intereft, with 
Harmony, Love and Zeal^ which the Lord of Jhis infinit Mercy grant*
